£ CAUTIOUS APPROACH by ll« British 
x ' Eovernwit to the rmxnnnddiDK of the royal 
remmBBaan on automobile inairance can be under¬ 
wood. The cmnussaooers. h eaded by Mr. Jianoe R. A. 
B Wootton. have presented a chaH uy n g rcnre pt 
after their long study, but it involves a great chaise in 
law with many ramifications. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the commission's 
report will not be aBowed to fade out of the public 
mind but will be briskly and thoroughly examined by 
the government through the several departments 
concerned in order that legislative debate may soon be 
the sequel. 

At the outset, it would appear Kkrly that the idea 
of abolishing the diffirult and uncertain de term ination 
of relathe degrees of fault in traffic ac ci den ts , with its 
attendant in c r e as e in insurance costs and its dedays. 
will have much appeal, even though it flies in the face 
of cuctoen. 

This is at the core of the report: the right to sue 
other parties for nrgkgeihe would end; every driver 
would be responsible through compulsory basic 
insurance for the harm that might come to himself, 
bis family and his p ass enger s : all victims of traffic 
accidents would be compensated. 

In this connection, one passage in the report 
seems partiruterty worth quoting: 

“In considering the matter of no-fault, the 
commissioners have comprehended that the milieu of 
motor vehicle traffic is now similar, by reason of the 
proliferation of vehicular traffic upon the h ighway, to 
that of a great game pteyed by many pl a y e r s when 
rules may be cons tant ly broken, without any wicked 
intent, and that consequently it must rest with the 
player to protect hin ef and those with him. Hie 
motorist is the player, and now he must make hwnsetf 
responsible to pay the da mag e s f o Bm ri n g an a c ci den t 
in which he is a party and that whether it mar be 
r^tahfishrd that he was in any way neghsent or not.
